Are you done yet? Have you gotten over the Khabib fever? Here 
are my thoughts on this issue - may Allah make them in-line with 
the shariah, regardless of who it may offend.

By Khabib's own 
admission. Where are the politically minded keyboard warriors 
with their damning words about the Russian role in Syria and even 
inKhabib'sown part ofthe world? Yoursilence is deafening. 

7) Such double standards should not be justified with Islam and 
those who raise objections shouldn't be called "haram police" 





because they remind you of your religion. If you want to follow 
your desires in secret then do so, but don't bring it to the public. 
Allah praised this ummah because we enjoin the good and 
forbid the evil. If Allah praises it, I frankly couldn't care less if you 
don't like it.

If he says some of the opening takbeer 
when he is not standing upright, then his prayer does not count 
as an obligatory prayer, with no difference of opinion among 
the scholars on this point; it also does not count as a naafil 
prayer, according to the correct view.
